‘TOMB OF TUTANKHAMEN. 


LAST ARTICLE BY. THE EARL OF 
CARNARVON, 


‘fhe following urticle, surveying the 
situation at the tomb of Tutankhamen at 
the und of the season and outlining the 
work .yet in prospect, was written for the 
Times by Lord Carnarven on the eve 
of his departure from Luxor for Cairo. 
His intention was that it shoald have been 
published on the day of his departure from 
Beynt to London. The article wad sent 

yoinsil, and almost at che monient of its 
arrival eame the first news of the illness 
whieh has had so: tragie un issue. ft ix 
Lord Carnarvon's last contribution on the 
subject of the marvellous diseaveries with 
which his name will always. be “associated, 
and .we peblish it to-day aan morial to 
his work, says the Daily Tebyeaph ot 
Apcit 7th. 

"We have come to the end of what | 
may-eall the first part of the tomb. As 
faras Lean see we may divide the work 
into three stages. The first stage ‘consisted 
of the clearing of the outer chamber and 
wo cursory inspection of the burial: hall. 
The. second stage will entail the moving of 
the canopies or tabernacles. This in itsalé 
is bound to take a long time. Besides this, 
there wilt be the’ examination of the 
siecophagus and the clearance of the further 
store chamber, Thirdly will come the 
clearnnee of what we call the annexe to 
the first chamber, Tt will thus be seen 
that the work before us is very, very heavy. 

As regards the first chaoiber, every 
thing except the two life-size statavs 
of the King ix now in the workshop in 
nthe tomb of Seri JL, whieh we -know 
aso Tomb-No.. 15." Tho vast. majority of 
the things from th first chamber are, 1 
‘think, in a condition somewhat inferior. to 
the objects in the! other: chambers. Aout 
the “annexe it, is diticult to express opinion, 
as not one uf our patty has ever sect fout 
inside, : 

. It iv the textiles from the boxes that 
eause the greatest dulay.  Strenuvus efforts 
are being made to save them. Temay be 
remembered that, prior te this find, unly 
amall fragments of what may be called 
“tapestry ” lad been found in the tom! 
of Tholmes [V, Here we have come aeress 
entire garments of this kind of fabrie, but 
all arecin a shocking cundition owing oto 
the damp: and the situation is further 
licnted Ly the fact that upon some 
garments thousands of Proncle and 

gold rosettes have been sewn. Mr. “Mace, 
with infinite patience, has, thowever, re- 
constructed the order in: whieh these beads 
and rosettes are placed. Many of these 
linen garments itisabsolately impossible to 
save; thewhave crumbled to a sooty-looking: 
mass. With the felp. hewever of Mr. 
Mace's plans no degbt it will be .fuund 
possible to reconstruct the patterns of beads 
and other “ornaniwuts on amore solid, if 
unfortunately modern, material. * ~ 

Noarly everything out of this chamber 
wants treatment of sume sort or other. -The 

ding has to be secured: jnlay work has to 

tande safe; now and then even the atone 
objects have to be mended. Anil most of 
this work will only suffice to enable the 


-] things to reach Cairo in comparative safety. 


On arrival in Cairo most of the delicate 
articles will huve to undergo a further course 
of treatment: * Every box that is opened 
hag to be photographer. and, as layer after 
layer of decaying linen une sometimes 
animal skin is taken away, Mr. Barton has

+ INTERRUPTED WORKERS, 

Nearly every box so far opened -has con- 
tained a variety of articles all mixed to- 
gether und having seemingly beon thrown 
in _ anyhow. he work has been 
terribly impeded thix season by the per- 
fesaal stream of visitors. Never in the 
nistory of excavation has there been 
such oa thing . as’ a weekly “Press 
day,” nor, as far as that goes 
has the Presa ever before been admitted to 
the work ofan archaeologist. [tis to be 
devoutly hoped that this will not become 
n'precedent for other poor excavators, as 
work under these conditions becomes 
almost ‘impossible. There is continual 
interruption, und, the fatigue of the 
workers is increased many times by the 
perpetual stream of sightseers.

» When Napoleon's coffin was opened'at St, 
Helena, prior tov his being earned to the 
Jnvalides drawings were made of jis fuce, 
which was in a perfect state of preservation. 
Unfortunately, {do not think that any 
reat artist was present at the ceremony 
of the exhtunation at St. Helena, for 
there is nothing, so far as L know, in the 
shape of a-drawing or’ pie’ by any 
famous artist. At the present moment 
we, at all events, possess photography; 
and the lens, properly, worked, ax a rule’ 
fuithiully reproduces what it is asked 
to accomplish. Thus,’ when we open the 
sarcophagus we may be. able to give to the 
world the trie prutrait of the 7 King.

of which will have to be opened: and if 
the contents at all come up to ‘what has 
been found in vhose from the first chamber, 
the work will be stupendous. [rather 
doubt if the” preservation in this portion 
of the tomb is as good as in the store 
chamber, . The store chamber is deeper sod 
farther in? and, the way feadin to]:

things in it will have felt the ravages 
vf tine less than objects in the. annexe 
where a hole had been made in the sealings; 
and the damp air that penetrated. to the 
outer'chamber must have been able to llow 
into the annexe with the greatest ease. .'This 
chamber appears to.be,.and is, smaller than 
the first or vuter chamber, but 1 should nov 
be surprised to seo more objects come out of 
ip than out of the first.
